The termination of John Geras- 
s’s employment as a_ faculty 
member has consequences tar 
beyond an ordinary hiring and fir- 
ing procedure.

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. University Police Are Undergoing Changes

The cliche, “you've come a long 
way baby” is especially appropriate 
in ight of some recent changes that 
have taken place in the university's 
police department 

Formerly known as Campus 
Security, the University Police 
have been undergoing extensive 
changes since the appointment of 
Donald Yelverton as Chief of 
Police in October of 1973 

Resulting from several succes- 
sive changes in the penal code since 


1970 as well as a new positiontaken » 


by the chancellor's office, the 
university's security force has 
evolved to the legal status of a full 
police dep ent 

According to Yelverton. the 


goal now before the department ts 
to develop a tota! safety program . 
Such a program, he said, would en- 
compass environmental safety. 
disaster preparedness and health 
safety as well as other law en- 
forcement duties 

In order to move towards this 
goal, the University Police have 
had toincrease its capabilities from 
a security force to that of a police 
department. Said Yelverton, “We 
could not develop this department 
to the necessary level that could fit 
into a public safety concept if we 
maintained the 


concept.”

In light of possible opposition 
to such a move, he continued 
saying. “The basic apprehension 
on campus is that the watchmen of 
yesterday will become the Wyatt 
Erps of today.” 

He explained. however, “No 
one is intending to let loose a 
paranoid Wyatt Erp.” Yelverton 
said that the hope is that all officers 
will be trained to such a high ievel 
of professionalism that they will 
not feel they need to depend on 
their weapons 

According to Yelverton, the 
public has been lulled into a false 
security. In February 
alone, for example, there were 36 
reports of crimes, of which 10 were 
Seventy-two per cent of 
the crimes were committed against 
private citizens not the state 

In view of these problems, he 
explained, the weapons will be 
needed as well as the other various 
tools which the officers may legally 
carry, to insure the officers are able 
to carry out their primary job of

According to Prof. Paul Has- 
of the Business Ad- 
ministration Department at 
CSUS, the majority otf 
government, business, and univer- 
sity economists foresee an inflation 
rate of from eight to 12 per cent. 
The unemployment rate will nse to 
six per cent, the highest rate since 
the end of World War Ii 

The U.S. gross national product 
(GNP). Prot. Hastings predicted, 
will be flat in terms of real produc- 
tion. Though the GN P will increase 
by 10 per cent, this growth will be 
due to price increases for materials

and labor 

Prot. Wilma Krebs of the CSUS 
Economics Department notes that 
we are already ina mild recession 
She agrees with the majority view 
in foreseeing a national unem- 
ployment rate for fiscal 1974 of six 
to seven per cent, with an annual 
rate of inflation likely to exceed 
last. year’s eight per cent rate 

Also agreeing with the majority 
view was Prof. Albert Gutowsky, 


also of the CSUS Economics 
Department. Reading from a 
prepared statement, he said 


economic growth would be slow in 
the first part of 1974, but would 
pick up in the second half. The 
GNP will reach $1,386 billion 


All three of the economists 
questioned above agreed that the 
Arab oil embargo, if continued, 
could worsen the economic picture 
presented above. A continuation of 
the embargo, Hastings noted, 
would increase both the rate of in- 
flation and unemployment.

Krebs remarked on the need for 
some tederal supervision of oil 
allocation and pricing policies in 
order to protect consumers. She 
also advocated overhaul of the 
“horrendous” tax system of the oil 
industry, and opposed any short- 
term tax incentive programs which 
would hinder progress toward that 
overhaul 

Gutowsky noted that we are 
facing a somewhat unique reces- 
sion due to an energy restraint 
rather than a monetary recession as 
were previous recessions in 1948- 
49, 1953-54. 1957-58. 1960-61, and 
1969-70 

A recession, Krebs explained. 
could put pressure on the cities and 
counties. Unemployment due to 
recession could increase welfare 
costs at a time when city and 
county revenues are dropping. And 
property tax formerly a 
potential revenue source, now are 
fixed under the terms of SB 90, the 
Reagan- Moretti property tax reliet 
bill which passed during the 1973

It wasn’t that we were ill-prepared tor the excursion into the back 
country, it’s just that we weren't prepared at all. We brought along a 
novice who didn't seem to be quite sure why he was, of ali things.

We set out early in the season (“Get a head start on the crowds.”

It seems that the statement 
printed in the April 11, 1968 issue 
of New York Review by John 
Gerassi is correct; “Suppose the
